T IS almost impossible to write 
on any phase of Adams county 
history and not mention the Marsh 
Creek or S co teh -Irish Settlement. 
For this reason we think it wise at 
this time to give a brief history of 
the settlement. This subject will be 
of interest to many Adams county 
citizens, for today there are to be 
found, particularly in this section of 
the state, people who proudly claim 
descendancy 
from 
those 
early 
Scotch-Irish who settled in what is 
now Adams county early In the 
eighteenth century. 
Between the years 1734 and 1741, 
emigrants from the north of Ireland 
and Scotland settled in the south 
western portion of York (now Ad­ 
ams) county, on the waters of Rock, 
Marsh and Tom s Creeks. They were 
the first settlers in this section of 
the country, the Germans having es­ 
tablished a colony (Conewago Set­ 
tlement) in what is now the south­ 
eastern portion of Adams county, 
three years previously. 
Settlement Six Miles Wide 
In regard to size and location, the 
Marsh Creek Settlem ent comprised 
a strip or belt of country about six 
miles wide, beginning at a point 
three miles north of Hunterstown, 
and extending to the Maryland line, 
a distance of twelve or fourteen 
miles, embracing in its scope Get­ 
tysburg and Hunterstown, the whole 
of Cumberland township, and por­ 
tions of Straban, 
Franklin and 
Freedom townships, as well as a 
slice of Carrol’s tract. 
In a previous sketch, we told how 
the settlement was made, by mis­ 
take, on land th at had been sur­ 
veyed and set apart as a "Proprie­ 
tary Manor,” or tenth, for the spe­ 
cial use and benefit of the Penn 
family—the Manor of the Maske. 
In 1743 when Richard. Peters, secre­ 
tary of the proprietaries, with a 
corps of assistants, attempted to 
survey the Manor lines, the settlers 
rn considerable numbers refused to 
allow the survey, and finally broke 
the surveyor's chain, compelling the 
party to depart. After being prose­ 
cuted the settlers submitted, accept­ 
ed leases for a time, and purchased 
the lands at the expiration of the 
leases. 
Some Members of Nobility 
In writing of the Scotch-Irish we 
might say th at they, for the most 
part, were of the better class of 
peasantry (in some cases members 
of the nobility; and brought with 
them the characteristics of their 
native land. 
They were moral, in­ 
dustrious and intelligent, and the 
majority of them were rigid Pres­ 
byterians, or “Seceders.” They were 
frugal, as the Scotch always are— 
plain in their mode of living, but 
cordial and hospitable. 
We should 
thing that it would be unnecessary 
to say that they jvere men and 
women of undaunted courage, and 
high patriotic feeling. If you need 
proof look over a list of Revolu­ 
tionary soldiers from York county, 
and see how many Scotch-Irish 
names you find. 
Western Frontier 
The Scotch-Irish Settlement was 
on the then western frontier. They 
(the settlers) served as an excel­ 
lent protection for the interior set­ 
tlements, an appropriate role for the 
fighting Scotch-Irish. 
After Brad­ 
dock^ defeat, in 1755, the perilous 


duty of defending their own as well 
as adjacent settlements from the in­ 
cursions of. the Indians devolved, iii 
a large measure, on the Scotch- 
Irish. The massacre and dispersion 
of the inhabitants of the Cumber­ 
land Valley, not long after the de­ 
feat of Braddock, made the Marsh 
Creek Settlement the only barrier 
and protection of the other settle­ 
ments. People were massacred rf 
carried into captivity almost daffy. 
Entire settlement* were razed and 
burned and, to make matters worse, 
there was a decided lack of men and 
ammunition. 
Tins period was in­ 
deed a tragic one in Pennsylvania 
history. 
Name* of Early .Settlers 
We have been fortunate enough to 
obtain an almost complete list of the 
names of those early settlers. It is 
impossible to give them all in this 
sketch, but we are going to enum­

DUB AT IT GETS 
RICH ON SEWING 


Hardinsburg, 
Ky. 
(AP)—This 
county 
seat town of 800 people 
cradles a m illion-dollar needlework 
industry which caters to royalty, 
movie stars and millionaires. It was 
founded 16 years ago by a woman 
who can 't sew a stitch to this day. 
Mr. and Mrs. M. D. Beard, back 
in 1921, were pondering w hat to do 
with their wool. 
Beard ran a gen­ 
eral store here and raised sheep on 
the side. 
The current wool price 
was IO or 12 cents a pound; they 
didn’t w ant to sell for that. 
Mrs. Beard had an idea. “I'll get 
it m ade into some comforters,” she 
said. “We need some.” 
"Good,” said Beard. 
She did. 
"Maybe I could sell some of them 
at a profit,” said Mrs. Beard. 
“Go 
ahead 
and 
try,” 
nodded 
Beard. 
She went to New York. 
Business Mushrooms 
"C an’t you get them handstitched 
by some women down there?” sug­ 
gested a departm ent store buyer. 
"We can get m achinem ade ones at a 
hundred factories. Make something 
distinctive.” 
Mrs. Beard came back to H ard­ 
insburg, hired three women to do 
the sewing and went into business. 
For two years she "farm ed out” 
her 
com forters. 
Each 
week-end 
housewives who did the work de­ 
livered the finished product to the 
Beard home, and the Beards packed 
and shipped it. 
Suddenly, the mushrooming busi­ 
ness was crowding the Beards out 
of their home. 
They built a studio 
in the back yard. 
Five years later Beard sold his 
store, bought the frame building 
where he had attended school years 
before and went into the wholesale 
needle-work business. 
Mrs. Beard retained the back yard 
studio, organizing Eleanor Beard, 
Inc., and employing her own per­ 
sonnel distinct from th a t of her 
husband. 
Her business is all re­ 
tail; his is all wholesale, known as 
K entucky Cottage Industries, Inc. 
Mrs. Beard now divides her time 
between Hardinsburg and her main 
office in Louisville. 
"Mr. Beard sells to m any stores 
th a t compete with me,” Mrs. Beard 
laughingly 
explains, 
"so 
I 
guess 
th a t m akes us competitors. But the 
friendliest 
of 
competitors, 
mind 
you.” 
H undreds of women in Breckin­ 
ridge and three or four adjacent 
counties work for either Mr. or Mrs. 
Beard. 
They take the m aterial in­ 
to their homes and work on it when 
they are not milking, washing or 
ironing. 
W hen it is ready .they 
bring 
it 
back 
for 
the 
finishing 
touches, which are applied in the 
studio of the Industries’ factory. 
The friendly competitors both em ­ 
ploy a process known as "trapunto" 
(between the stitches), originated 
in Italy in the 15th century and lit­ 
tle used in America. 
The design follows a double line. 
After it is stitched, it is “stuffed,” 
giving the exterior an embossed ap­ 
pearance. 
"You know.” sighs Mrs. Beard, "I 
wish I could do that. 
Surprises 
some people, but I never have been 
able to pull a stitch.”
